No Loss, No Gain as | 
Multicultural Programming 
Budget Passes Committee 


News Editor 


Proposed cuts to the American Multicultural 
Students programming budget did not pass at the 
final meeting of the ‘Student Activities Budget 
Commission March 9. 

The preliminary budget calied for a $2,750 cut from 
last year's budget. The final budget left the budget 
equal to last year’s budget of $6,750. 

When the budget was unanimously approved, a 
small round of applause broke out from students 
attending the meeting. 

Both faculty members who were on the committee, 
Dave Volkman and Duane Ascenbrenner, were 
among those not present at the final meeting. 

Controversy began when DeAnn Hanisch, then.the 
chief administrativeofficer for Student Government, 
presented a budget of $4,000 for AMS programming, 
$2,750 less than the current budget. 


That budget funds activities presented by the 


Association of Latino American Students, African- 
\ American Organization, Intertribal Student Council 


‘and Asian American Cultural Society. 

Questions arose about whether AMS, which is an 
agency of Student Government, was allowed under 
university rules to put on programs for students. 
Examination of internal operating procedures showed 
that the agencies are allowed to do programming.’ 

Student President/Regent Will Marunda and 
Director of Legislative Public Relations Pete Wetzel 
spoke with Regent Richard Wood, who confirmed that 
the agencies are allowed to do programming accord- 
ing to regental policy. ; 

Other budgets up for approval at the meeting, 
including the Women's Resource Center, Network for 
disAbied Students, Student Government Operations, 
were approved with no changes. 

The budgets now go before Student Government 
for approval at the March 23 meeting. 

Pending approval at that meeting, the budgets will 
go.to the student president/regent and the vice chan-

If you were to ask a complete 
stranger what thoughts pop into their 
mind when they think of Nebraska, 
you would probably hear things like 
the Cornhusker football team, corn 
fields and tornadoes. Chances are 
slim to none that someone would 
mention a Soto Zen Buddhist Temple 
as a Nebraska highlight. As it turns 
out, there is a Nebraska Zen Center 
right here in Omaha. 

The Center was instituted in 1975 
for Zen practice and follows the tra- 
dition established in Japan by Zen 
Master Ejhei Dogen in the 13th cen- 
tury. 

This tradition was transmitted to 
America by two masters: Rev. 
Shuryu Suzuki, founder of the San 
Francisco Zen Center, and Rev. 
Dainin Katagiri, who assisted Suzuki 
in San Francisco and later founded 
Minnesota Zen Meditation Center in 
Minneapolis. Katagiri was instrumen- 
tal in securing the Nebraska Zen 
Center. 

Currently, Rev. Nonin Chowaney 
is Nebraska Zen Center's Head 
Priest and teacher. 

Chowaney is an American Zen 
Master who was ordained by Katagiri 
and has trained at Tassajara Zen 
Monastery in California and at Zuio-ji 
and Shogo-ji monasteries in Japan. 
He has received formal Dharma 
Transmission and has been certified 
to teach by Katagiri and the Soto Zen 
Church in Japan. Chowaney also 
teaches Buddhism at Creighton 
University and speaks across the 


aor Myoko Walter, an environ- 
mental studies major, shared some 
of her thoughts on her five-year and 
continuing commitment to Zen. 

“| first came to Zen to deepen my 
life, and | stayed because | found ful- 
fillment in living whole-heartedly, The 
practice requires that you study with 
a teacher, sit with a group and follow 
your own daily rituals at home. | am 
one of the youngest members at the 
NZC, but it is not really an issue, and 
| feel fortunate to have come to Zen 
at such a young age,” she said. 

Walter also commented on the 
practice in general. 

“It is not the easiest practice. It 
does take time. Often | will use 
school study time as a form of prac- 
tice because my schedule is so full. 
However, | recommend that anyone 
who is interested should try it. There 
are Sunday services where members 
can participate together,” she said. 

One of the important things 
included in Zen practice is the study 
of meditation. Meditation has been 
translated by Taizan Maezumi, abbot 
of the Los Angeles Zen Center, to 
mean “to show the oneness or to 
reveal ourselves as the unity of 
everything.” This form of meditation 
is the core of Zen practice and 
involves sitting zazen everyday. 

“Zazen is the practice of sitting 
meditation. It involves following your 
breath, and when thoughts arise, as 
they naturaily do, trying tolet them go 
and returning to your breath,” Walter 
said. 

Other practices include sesshin, 
or concentrated training and under-

standing karma. Karma in Buddhism 
is the cornerstone of the law of 
cause and effect. This means that 
actions produce positives, negative 
or neutral results. The results of our 
actions coming back to us is known 
as “karmic retribution.” 

Another important lesson is about 
“emptying you cup,” which means 
that before you can see the truth, 
you must let go of your personal 
views and opinions. 

As the story goes, a Zen Master 
poured tea into the scholar’s cup 
until it began to overflow and run all 
over the floor. When the scholar, who 
professed to be an expert in Nirvana 
Sutra and Buddhist studies, shouted 
at the master to stop because the 
cup was full, the master replied “You 
are like this cup; you are full of ideas 
about Buddha’s Way. You come and 
ask for teaching, but your cup is full; 
you can't get anymore in.” 

Walter mentioned that members 
often recite the following chant 
before eating. 

“We do the same thing before we 
eat/Taking food and drink/Vowing 
with all beings to rejoice in 
zazen/Filled with delight in the 
Dharma,” she said.

‘Mission to Mars’ Not Your Typical Sci-Fi Movie

The first manned mission to Mars is cut 
short unexpectedly by a unique alien 
encounter.

“Mission to Mars” opens new doors and a 
new way of looking at the whole “where did 
we come from?” question.

“Drowning Mona” definitely sinks to: 


the bottom of the pool of the worst 
movies so far this year. 

The film, directed by Nick Gomez and 
starring Bette Midler and Danny DeVito, 
supposedly falls into the category of 
“comedy.” The only problem with this 
label is that the movie really isn't all that 
funny. 

“Drowning Mona” starts off promis- 
ingly enough, with the sleepy town of 
Verplanck, New York’s, resident hellrais- 
er Mona Dearly (Midler) doing a swan 
dive in her car off a cliff into the river, 
courtesy of a sabotaged set of brake 
lines. From there, it is the responsibility 
of Police Chief Rash (DeVito) to find out 
what happened to Mona, who was 
involved and why. 

Through a succession of flashback 
scenes, the audience comes to find out

why nobody is quite upset over Mona's 
demise, namely the fact that she was 
extremely disagreeable with everybody. 
These scenes presumably provide the 
basis for the conflict in the story, show- 
ing what each character's beef was with 
Mona and how each character is con- 
n=cted in odd ways to the others. From 
what we are shown, anybody could have 
a good reason for wanting Mona dead. 
Chief Rash has the task of sorting 
through the whole mess to find the cul- 
prit. 

From that point on, this mess of a 
movie gets even messier. The film’s all- 
star ensemble cast, including Jamie Lee 
Curtis, Neve Campbell and Casey 
Affleck, is completely wasted on the 
jumbled rubbish the film turns out to be.

The Miracle Mavericks of UNO Take 
Their Road Show to ‘The Joe’

The “Shock the World Tour 2000” for the UNO 
Maverick hockey team had been going for two 

’ weeks strong. 
With a healthy supply of adrenaline UNO took 


to the road and wound up at the famous Joe Louis [Raa 


Arena in Detroit for the Central Collegiate Hockey 
Association Championships. 

The Plan ; 

Checking the itinerary, it was all the Mavericks’ 
most faithful could do to keep from snickering. 
The uphill battle the Mavericks faced to even 
make it that far was equivalent to staring as the 
base of Mt. Everest before the ascent. The first 
landmark to hit was Marquette, Mich., where the 
former top 10 Northem Michigan Wildcats waited 
to claim king of the hill. It read as a mission 
impossible: 

Go to Marquette. Beat the traditional power- 
house Wildcats of Northern Michigan at their barn 
two of three consecutive games. Come home. 
Beat a Bowling Green team with enough fire to 
evaporate Lake Superior State from the playoffs, 
on one day rest, no less. Go back to Michigan, 
Detroit this time. Head for the 19,000 plus house 
of Hockeytown; the Joe Louis Arena, Beat a 
Michigan Wolverine team that smoked you 6-1, 6- 
2 just three months prior, who just happen to be 
the regular season champs and the sixth ranked 
team in the nation, on two days rest. Done. The 
Mavericks were in the Championship game, just 
one away from an automatic NCAA birth. It's a 
good thing that the team was conditioned for the 
journey. Captain Jeff Edwards said, “Our condi- 
tioning is superior. You can’t tire us out.” 

The End of the road 

Next, turn around the next night and beat 
the lean green Michigan State machine, 
which UNO’s récord against is 1-5 all time: 
That mission was not accomplished. After 
six games in nine nights, the Mavericks 
finally tired out. Maverick Head Coach Mike 
Kemp said, “We didn't have as much fuel in 
the tank as we thought we did.” 

The Michigan State Spartans went on to 
a 6-0 victory and their ninth CCHA I 
Championship title. The win clinched a birth j 
in the NCAA Tournament for a Spartan team [ 
that would have been on the bubble had } 
they not won. 

The match-up was a classic David vs. f 
Goliath. Yoda teaching a young Skywalker, 
Tradition vs. New edition. Michigan State, 
playing hockey since 1922, UNO since 
1997. Michigan State, six CCHA regular 
season championships. UNO, one CCHA § 
regular season. Michigan State Head 
Coach Ron Mason, most wins in college 
hockey history. UNO Head Coach Mike 
Kemp, built a team from scratch just three 
years ago, And yet they were on level ground, for 
20 minutes anyway. 

The Beginning 

The Mavericks stormed into the CCHA and 
made quite the impression. With the win over 


Michigan, the Mavericks had beaten every single 
team In the league in just their first year, except 
for Ohio State, which UNO tied on the road. 
While flirting with a top five conference finish 
and home-ice, the Mavericks came in as the sev-

Ice Capades — The Games 

To Marquette UNO went. The Northern 
Michigan Wildcats waited. The Mavericks 
stormed into the Berry Events ‘Center and took 
the first game 4-2. This has to be a fluke, right? 
The next night NMU came out and smacked the 
Mavericks back to reality with a 5-1 whooping. 


However, the Mavericks were no fluke. The next 


night UNO claimed a 2-1 win and series victory on 
Jeff Hoggan’s game winning goal to send the 
Wildcats home. 

Back to Omaha came the Mavericks, and back 
to the Civic came the fans. Bowling Green, fresh 
off an upset of its own, came for a fight, but they 
never heard the bell because of the ruckus 
Maverick fans. It appeared at first that BGSU 
goalie Tyler Masters was in charge, stopping 
everything that came his way. Even the Berlin 
Wall came down, so too did Masters. Again Jeff 
Hoggan became the hero scoring two goals to 
lead UNO to a 3-1 victory and send them to 
Detroit. The crowd brought the house down. 
Edwards said, “That's what you call a hostile envi- 
ronment.” 

“It.was stirring. Better than any place I’ve 
been,” Kemp said. Mind you, he coached at 
Wisconsin for 14 years. 

Now. come the Wolverines. The Mavericks 
came out absolutely flying. They jumped on 
Michigan 2-0 on goals by the Quebec Connection 
(Dave Noei-Bernier from David Brisson) and Nick 
Fohr. Michigan finally woke up late in the first with 
a tipped in goal by Scott Matzka. 

That minor setback wouldn't stop the Mavs. 
They physically abused the Wolverines with sev- 
eral bone-shattering hits. The Mavericks’ special 
teams then took over the game. UNO got back-to- 
back power play goats, both from Jeff Hoggan for

Those were followed by Wayne 
Mooney of North Dakota Siate beating Alan

Head Coach Jeanne Tostenson and 


the UNO softball team spent spring break 
in southern Florida. They didn't have a 
whole lot of time to hang around the 
beach, dance the night away in local bars 
or even shop for swim suits. What they did 
do, however, was win nine of 12 games 
played at the Rebel Spring Games. 


UNO, now ranked No. 19 in the 
Division I] Coaches Poll, began the tour- 
ney with a 7-6 victory over American 
Intemational. Krista Unger took the win to 
move to 7-1 on the season, while Erin 
Drinnin provided the offense with a double 
and a triple. The Mavs took the second 
game 2-0 over Southern _ Illinois 
University-Edwardsville, Unger (8-1) pitch- 
ing a four-hitter. 

The Mavs split the next day’s games, 
falling to Missouri Western 7-3 and beat- 
ing the New York Institute of Technology 9- 
0. Unger (8-2) took the loss. All of UNO’s 
runs came from a Tiffany Jones three-run 
homer. Michelle Manthei improved to 10-0 
with a two-hit shutout over NYIT in the 
nightcap. Jones blasted another three-run 
home run in the 9-0 blowout. 

Day 3 saw the Mavericks take two 
more games, 9-1 over New Haven 
College and 4-3 over Queens College of 
New York. Unger (9-2) won the opener on 
a brilliant four-hitter. Outtielder Jenny 
Redlinger tallied a pair of doubles against 
New Haven, then drilled another in the win 
over Queens College. Manthei (11-0) got 
the victory over Queens College, but it 


was Jones’ clutch two-run single in the 
bottom of the seventh which gave UNO its 
20th win of the season. 

A double header against Florida 
Southern was the play on Wednesday. 
FSU took the first game 1-0; handing 
Manthei her first loss of the season. The 
junior right-hander came back in the sec- 
ond game to toss her own 1-0 victory. 
UNO’s lone run came in the seventh 
inning, Jill Peterson driving in Jenny 
Averill. 

Thursday was an off day for the team, 
but Friday's action was hot. 

Unger (10-2) toed the rubber and 
struck out six Adelphia batters in UNO's 5- 
1 victory Friday morning. Drinnin contin- 
ued her hot bat, bombing a three-run 
homer to give the Mavs all the offense 
they needed. Manthei struggled on the 
mound against Wayne State, Mich. in the 
second half of the double dip. She gave 
up seven hits and two runs, but drove in 
the winning run to jump her record to 13- 
1. The 3-2 win was UNO's 23rd of the 
year. 

The final day of play saw the Mavericks 
split again, beating West Virginia 
Wesleyan 4-2 and losing 2-1 to C.W. Post. 
Unger (11-2) struck out eight batters and 
gave up just four hits against WVW. 
Manthei (13-2) took the loss against C.W. 
Post, however it wasn’t all her fault. UNO 
pounded out eight hits, but stranded 10 
runners, 

The Mavs ended their trip with a 9-3 
mark and are 24-4 overall for the season. 
Their next action will be this weekend at 
the Nebraska-Kearney Tournament.

‘Dumb Jock’ Image 


To many people, the student-athletes 
at UNO are here primarily to participate in 
sports, while receiving a free education 
along the way. This stereotype is quite 
common, yet for most athletes it couldn't 
be farther from the truth. 

The average student at UNO carries 
12 to 18 credit hours on their semester 
class schedule. Many also hold part-time 
or even full-time jobs. To most students, 
this workload can be rather overwhelming 
as it is, but imagine adding four to five 
hours of mandatory daily practices to 
that. 

Waking up at 6 a.m. for an hour and a 
half practice, then going back for two or 
three more hours of workouts in the after- 
noon is nothing out of the ordinary for 
most student-athletes. Somehow, they 
also must find the time to attend all of 
their classes, do their homework, and 
study for tests and quizzes. 

Of course these are all sacrifices that 
are well worth it to most UNO student- 
athletes, but it is the school’s attitude 
toward academics that makes possible 
the success of these athletes on and off 
the playing field. 

“Our policy (coaches and administra- 
tors at UNO) is that a student-athlete is a 
student first, and an athlete second,” said 
UNO Athletic Compliance Director Josh 
White. 


The truth is many people in today’s. 


society have the “dumb jock” image sta- 


when it comes to their success in the 
classroom, but in fact, the UNO athletic 
academic achievement shows something 
quite contradictory to that attitude. Of the 
351 student-athletes at this university, 
107 of them are on the school's Dean's 
List with an overall cumulative grade 
point average of 3.07. 

Although it’s the sport with the largest 
number of participants, that doesn't take 
away from the fact that the UNO football 
team has the highest number of students 


on the Dean's List with 26. Football is 
probably the sport that gets the “dumb 
athlete” attitude attached to its image 
most often, which makes this statistic 
even more special in terms of the quality 
of the program at UNO, 

It can be argued that the student-ath- 
fetes hold an obvious advantage over the 
average UNO student, due to their 
access to the athletes-only computer lab 
and study area, and the take-home laptop 
computers that are made available only to 
them. Although it may seem unfair, and 
could actually be a slight advantage, 
these assets are important methods for 
the athletic department to monitor and 
assure the academic progress of its stu- 
dent-athletes. 

The computer lab and study area func- 
tion as a required study hall for the stu- 
dent-athletes. Athletes must attend a 
certain number of study hall hours per 
week, depending on their year in college 
and their past academic performance. 
Also monitored are the athlete’s atten- 
dance, and their progress in the class- 
room. Skipping class because they just 
didn't feel like going usually doesn’t fair 
well with their coaches, and its something 
that the athletes most likely don’t repeat. 

Although is may appear that the stu- 
dent-athietes at UNO receive distinct 
advantages and benefits from the univer- 
sity over the average student, it would be

undeserved. Somehow these athletes 
manage to juggle their classes and stud- 
ies, in addition to the 40 plus hours a 
week they have dedicated to their respec- 
tive sports. 

While it may be the love of the game 
that makes all of their sacrifices well 
worth their while, most of the UNO stu- 
dent-athletes are aware of their purpose 
for baing here. 

“These kids recognize the importance 
of getting an education and obtaining a 
degree,” White said.
